What these reasons are we do not 
know. 
From the small size of far too 
many of the donations it would 
appear that many people are 
treating this as just another fund 
campaign and forgetting that they 
are supporting 14 campaigns ac one 
time. 
This is the biggest problem that 
faces United Way Campaigns 
across the country. Too many 
people will give a dollar or two or 
even five every time someone calls 
on them. Because of this thinking 
they would give from IO to 14 times 
as much if we had IO to 14 drives 
instead of the one. 
But that is the whole point of a 
United Way Campaign...make one 
drive do the work of many. Ap­ 
parently about the only ones that 
like this method are the workers 
because the givers this year are 
giving like this was just one of 
many drives. 
Sure, we still had other drives 
last year but for the most part they 
were educational and fund raising 
drives for health related organ­ 
izations. And some of these will 
always be with us. 
But the United Way Campaign 
worked here last year and it can 
work again this year if we will only 
remember that when you only give 
$10 to the United Way Campaign 
you are giving. . . 
—30 cents to the Arthritis 
Foundation. 
—50 cents to Cystic Fibrosis. 
—35 cents to Birth Defects.

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The Hamlin United Way 
Campaign is still short over 
$4,000 of reaching its goal of 
$14,000, it was reported at a 
meeting of the campaign 
chairmen 
here 
Monday 
evening. 
A total of $9,704.17 in 
pledges was reported at the 
meeting with most of the 
prospect cards having been 
turned in. 
Anyone who has not been 
contacted or any one who 
would like to increase their 
pledge that has already been 
made is urged to call or go by 
the Hamlin Board of Com­ 
munity Development office in 
the city hall, according to 
Georgt Bonds, campaign 
chairman. 
Campaign workers pointed 
out this week that if the 
campaign fails to reach its 
goal that each of the par­ 
ticipating agencies will each 
receive a 
proportionate 
amount 
of 
the 
funds 
available. 
The Monday evening report 


indicated that about 70 per 
cent of the goal has been 
reached which means that 
each of the agencies would 
receive 70 per cent of the 
amount indicated on the 
pledge cards. As an example, 
the West Texas Rehab­ 
ilitation Center would receive 
only $1,400 instead of the 
$2,000 that they would receive 
if $14,000 is raised. 
The $14,000 goal would 
provide the following amount 
of monies for these par­

Game Here With Crowell 


The District 7-A title will be 
on the line for the Pipers here 
Friday night when they host 
the Crowell Wildcats. A Piper 
win will give the title to 
Hamlin while a Crowell win 
could leave the title still 
undecided until the following 
week. 
The Pipers will go into the 
game with a perfect 5-0 
district mark while the 
Wildcats have a tie on their 
record to give them a 4-0-1 
mark. Going into Friday 
night’s action Munday is in 
third place with a 3-1-1 
record, Haskell has a 3-2 
mark, Knox City stands at 2-3 
along with Paducah and 


Rotan and Aspermont are 
both looking for their first 
district win. 
While the Pipers are 
hosting Crowell, Rotan will 
be at Aspermont, Haskell at 
Knox City and Paducah at 
Munday. 
Coach Bill Grissom said 
this week that the problem 
facing the Pipers will be 
getting back down to earth 
after their big victory over 
Haskell last week. He said 
that Crowell has a good team 
and plays extremely well on 
defense.

Carter Elected President 


Crowell has given up only 
21 points in district play this 
season, the same as the 
Pipers, and have given up 
only 40 points this season The 
Wildcats are 5-1-2 for the 
season and have scored 144 
points with ill of these in 
district play. The Pipers have 
scored 219 points on the 
season and have given up 50 
points. 
Last week while the Pipers 
were defeating HaskeU in the 
mud, 17-8, the Wildcats were 
defeating Aspermont 27-0. In 
other District 7-A games 
Munday defeated Knox City, 
18-6, and Paducah defeated

The heart of the Wildcat 
team is its defense with its 
front five averaging about 190 
pounds. They have two good 
linebackers in Jerry Daniel 
(155) and WUlie Bachman 
(200). Bachman is rated as 
one of the better linebackers 
in the district. 


Hamlin voters in both 
voting boxes joined voters 
across Texas in giving 
Jimmy Carter the state’s 26 
electoral votes in what turned 
out to be the key state in his 
victory 
over 
President 
Gerald Ford for a four-year 
term in the White House. 
Early Wednesday morning 
returns indicated that Carter 
had received 272 electoral 
votes to win. He needed 270. 
Texas was the key in his 
victory as it was the only 
state west of the Mississippi 
to go for the former Georgia 
Governor. Late returns show 
Carter with about a 100,000 
vote lead over Ford out of the 
3.5 mUlion votes cast in 
Texas. 


With one Stamford box stUl 
not through counting Wed­ 
nesday morning, Carter 
carried Jones County, 2,510 to 
1,459. The Stamford box cast 
1,451 votes and because of the 
write-in 
campaigns 
for 
Commissioner workers were 
still counting at 8 a.m. 
Wednesday morning.

Nationwide the returns 
indicated 
that 
Carter 
received 51 per cent of the 
popular vote to Ford’s 48 per 
cent. He took this lead early 
in the returns and held it 
throughout the night. The key 
to Carter’s victory was his 
sweep of the solid South, 
including the key state of 
Texas.

Just because winter is 
closing in doesn't mean it's 
time to stop planning or 
planting your garden, says 
Kirby Clayton, county agent 
for the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service. 
Now is the time to plant the 
sleeping beauties of the 
garden—spring 
flowering 
bulbs These include tulips, 
hyacinths, 
daffodils and 
crocus, and October through 
early November is an ex­ 
cellent time to make your 
purchases, advises Kirby 
Clayton. 
‘‘Most failures with bulbs 
are due to holding them too 
long so that they become 
desiccated, or planting them 
so late in the season that 
there is insufficient time for 
the roots to grow before 


freezing temperatures ar­ 
rive,” reminds Clayton. 
Plant daffodils and crocus 
as soon as possible after 
purchase. 
However, 
tulips 
and hyacinths require a little 
extra preparation. They re­ 
quire pre-cooling 
before 
planting, and gardeners can 
do this by chilling the bulbs in 
the refrigerator until mid- 
December. 


When 
planting 
spring 
flowering bulbs, place them 
in a well-drained, raised bed 
in full sunlight. Till the soil 
well and add two pounds of a 
complete fertilizer for every' 
IOO square feet of bed area, 
suggests Clayton. 
‘‘Plant the bulbs so the base 
of the bulb is at a depth that is 
three times the diameter of

Any time after crops 
mature in the fall is an ideal 
time to take soil samples, 
says 
County 
Extension 
Agent, Kirby Clayton. 
Once 
plants 
reach 
maturity, he says, they 
virtually stop taking up 
nutrients. Therefore, the 
soil’s nutrient state w ill 
remain about the same until 
planting time next spring. 
“ There are many ad­ 
vantages to soil testing at this 
time,” says Clayton. “ If you 
think fertility caused reduced 
yield or unusual symptoms 
in some areas, sample these 
areas separately so that a 
comparative evaluation can 
be made.” 
Other reasons for soil 
testing this time of year in­ 
clude pleasant weather and 
more favorable soil con­ 
ditions, he adds. 
Although overall shortages 
of fertilizer are not an­ 
ticipated, Clayton says, there 
can be a big advantage in

having time to make plans 
with your dealer for the 
material needed. 
Tile possibility of fall ap­ 
plication of all or part of next 
year’s fertilizer soon after 
harvest in another important 
consideration, he adds. 
Information on how to 
collect representative sam­ 
ples can be obtained from the 
county agent’s office. 


“This material should be 
carefully read for sugges­ 
tions 
and 
precautions 
because only a properly 
collected soil sample can 
adequately 
reflect

levels,” Clayton says. 
It is important to provide 
the sdl chemist with in­ 
formation about land use 
{dans for next year so that 
fertilizer-use suggestions can 
be made on the soil test 
report. A choice can be in­ 
dicated on the information 
sheet accompanying soil 
samples whether regular 
tests or regular tests plus the 
micronutrients iron, zinc and 
manganese are desired. 
Clayton urges producers to 
get this job done before the 
rush next spring. It’s a step in 
the right direction for more 
profitable fertilizer use in 
1977.
